The marked success won by the 
British and French in initiating their 
great offensive along the 
western 


front are being systematically aud 
successfully followed up. 


In pounding the German second 


line south of the Somme, the French 
have captured two lines ol trenches 
along a three-mile front and taken 
the village of Herbecourt, two miles 
northeast of Dompierre. 


The captured village is 
on 
the 


road to Perrone, which town is ap- 
parently the immediate objective of 
the French forces in this sectoi 
It 


is five miles distant from the fur 
thest thrust of the French advance. 


To the north the British are press- 


ing for Bapaume, where numerous 
main highways join

desperately held by the Germans to 
check the bridge advance on either 
side. Gen. Haigs forces now

mand the Terrain toward Bapaume 


iNorth of the river Ancre the Brit- 


ish have met the most determined 
German resistance and 
their

vances here have not been so mark 
ed as between the stream and tbe 
Somme. 
Nevertheless they are de 


clared to have maintained, in con- 
junction with the French, the initia- 
tive all along the line of the grand 
offensive. 
Reports from the British front to- 


day tell of a further advance by the 
British in the Fricourt sector. They 
have occupied higher ground to the 
north of the village, giving them an 
increased 
advantage 
for pressing 


their eastward drive. 


The fighting is bitter along 
the 


whole British front, being notably so 
at La Boisell, northeast of Fricourt. 


More than 4,000 prisoners have 


been taken by the British, With the 
0,000 captured by the French, the 
total is now well above 10,000. 


The Germans, despite the allied 


offensive, are continuing 
uninter- 


ruptedly their heavy attacks on Ver- 
dun. Last night they captured the 
Damloup work, to the northeast of 
the citadel.

New Military Commanders Named

Washington, July 3.—-With more 


than 
ir>0,000 
troops 
assembling 


along the Mexican border, the war 
department today took steps to de- 
centralize direct administration 
of 


the 1800 mile frontier in the inter- 
est of efficiency and, probably 
to 


pave the way for the appointment of 
a supreme commander to co-ordinate 
all military activities on the inter- 
national line and in Mexico. 


The 
border, 
formerly 
in 
the 


southern department from the Gulf 
of Mexico to California, now is di- 
vided into three departments, com- 
manded respectively by Major Gen- 
eral Frederick 
Funston, Brigadier 


General John J. Persians and Major 
General J. Franklin Bell. 


War department officials said the 


new order which automatically re- 
lieves General Funston of supreme 
command on the 
border and 
the 


enormous responsibilities that have 
crowded upon him had 
no signifi- 


cance as indicating preparation for 
war. There was no formal announce- 
ment in regard to the probable selec- 
tion of a senior major general for 
commander in chief of the 
border 


guard and field forces. There are in- 
dications that Major General Leon- 
ard Wood, former chief of staff and 


now commanding the department of 
the east, is being considered in this 
connection. 


Another probable change indicated 


by the new order is the promotion 
ot General Pershin^ under the army 
organization bill 
now effective. 
It 


provides 
for 
additional 
major 


generals, and it is "oelieved General 
Pershing will be given one of these 
posts in recognition of his services 
in his pursuit of the Columbus ban- 
dits. 


The statement 
issued by the de- 


partment follows: 


"The 
present 
southern depart- 


ment is divided as follows, with as- 
signments of command thereto as in- 
dicated. 
"A—the southern department to 


be under command of Major General 
Frederick Funston to emhrace that 
part of the present, department to a 
line east of El Paso. 
"B—the department of New Mexi- 


co, with headquarters at El Paso to 
be established under the command

General Bell is now in command 


of

headquarters at San Francisco. 


Pending the appointment of an of- 


ficer to 
supreme 
command 
the 


functions of the three departments 
will be co-oidmated through the war 
department. 


The assignment of General Per- 


shing to the command of the depart- 
ment of New Mexico, it was stated 
officially, does not mean that the ex- 
pedition into Mexico is to be with- 
drawn or that General Pership him- 
self will retuin to direct the affairs 
of the department from El Paso, his 
new headquarters. It 
is assumed 


that he will remain in the field for 
the present at least.

Green, known as the world's wealthi- 
est woman who was SO years old, 
died here* today. 
She had suffered 


three strokes or paralysis during the 
past two months and for several 
weeks had been practically helpless.

Green's death 
occurred 
at 


8:05 o'clock at the home of her son, 
Colonel Edward H. R. Green at No. 5 
West Ninetieth street, adjoining the 
plain brick four-story house at No. 7, 
on the corner of Central Park West, 
where Mrs. Green had lived lately in 
seclusion, except for her son and 
several Japanese servants and trained 
nurses. 
For 
several 
weeks 
past Mrs. 


Green had ben unable to walk and 
had spent practically all of her time 
In a wheel chair. 


Her son. Colonel Green and her 


daughter, 
Mrs. 
Matthews 
Astor 


Wllkes, who are the only children, 
had been with her much of the time 
and it was recently reported 
that 


Mrs. Green had turned over all of 
her financial affairs to 
her 
son's 


charge. 


Hetty Green was the world's moat 


remarkable mistress of finance. The 
fortune the has left la close to $100,- 
000,000. 
The richest 
woman 
in 


America, she lived almost aa frugally 
a* a shop girl. Her home was wher- 
ever ihe chose for a time to hang her 
little black cape and bonnet, often 
In the hall bedroom of some cheap 
hoarding house, or in some remote 
and modest flat around New York. 


Her eccentric extremes of economy 


led to a popular misconception of 
her a* a "self nude woman." As a 


matter of fact she was born rich. In 
1865 she inherited some $10,000,000 
which accumulated upon itself until 
in 50 years it had multiplied nearly 
ten times. She also inherited family 
traditions which had been a pride for 
three centuries, and which she was 
anxious to perpetuate in her children. 


She was born on November 21, 


1835, at New Bedford, Mass. 
This 


old maritime city was founded by her 
ancestor, John Howland, a Puritan 
who came over in the Mayflower and 
who named the place after Bedford, 
his family home in 
England. 
In 


succeeding generations the Howland 
family* became famous in the whaling 
industry and shipping trade 
with 


China, and had an irreprochable so- 
cial standing. 
Edward Mott Robin- 


son, who had also amassed a fortune 
in a similar way in New Bedford, 
married Abby Howland, 
of whom 


Hetty Robinson, the future mistress 
of finance, was born. 
She was sent 


to a Quaker school on Cape Cod, and 
to a seminary in Boston, and got 
her first lessons In finance when her 
ageing father entrusted 
her 
with 


some of his books. 


She was just 30 years old when 


her father died suddenly leaving her 
his nine millions, one million out- 
right and the income from the other
